tually resorts to tho policy of com- 
mercial reprisal against tho United 
States nocd 
bo asked for than is 
furnishod by American protection 
ists at this particular timo. 
In spito of thoir attempts 
to 
dis-pos- 
o 
of tho matter with 
flippant 
comment, thoy cannot 
keep from 
continually referring 
thereto 
and 
insisting that it should not 
bo ac- 
corded serious consideration. 
Unablo to convince thomsolvcs 
oven that thcro is nothing 
in tho 
proposition 
of general 
European 
retaliation, 
thoy nevertheless 
fool 
bound to continually 
repeat 
that 
conflicting 
interests 
most 
neces- 
sarily interfere with the formation 
of foroign combinations 
to keep 
out American 
products. 
Even if 
thoir assertions wero in this 
parti- 
cular 
true, 
thoy 
could 
prove 
nothing. 
Separate action 
on tho 
part 
of tho 
nations 
of Europo 
would reach tho same onu. 
A uni- 
versal agreomont to adopt tho 
pro-vailin- g 
American 
plan of shutting 
out competition is not necessary to 
tho success 
of those 
who would 
protect themselves 
against Ameri- 
can aggressiveness. 
Acting 
inde- 
pendently, although 
to tho 
samo 
end, the nations of Europo 
could 
each 
construct 
thoir 
protective 
walls to como up 
to tho mcasuro 
of thoir 
own particular 
needs in 
that line without conflicting 
with 
ono another. 
Realizing this, says tho Houston 
Post, 
some 
of tho high 
tariff 
de- 
fenders ai'C 
insisting that a tariff 
closing tho doors to American 
im- 
ports 
would prove 
disastrous 
to 
those adopting it. 
This 
is amus 
ing, to say tho least, coming as it 
does from a class that has for years 
been demanding and 
woi-kin- 
for 
tho commercial isolation 
of 
tho 
TJnitod States. 
There is no deny- 
ing that the adoption of tho policy 
of oxclusion will hurt Germany, or 
Austiia or any other country that 
trios it on, just 
as it has hurt this 
country. 
But that will not 
pie-ve- 
them from trying 
it if thoy 
aro so inclined, nor will it provont 
tho policy from doubly hurting us 
if thoy adopt it. 
Under ordinary circumstances it 
might bo argued that if ironcto,d 
tariffs aro disastrous, Europe 
will 
abandon them after a short trial. 
Owing to tho peculiar workings of 
these producors of artificial 
advan- 
tages, 
howover, 
thoy 
aro much 
moro difficult to discard 
than 
to 
adopt. 
Favored interests 
of great 
power grow up rapidly and 
flour- 
ish wonderfully 
under thorn 
and 
soon acquire influence sufficient to 
prevent and change of policy that 
might 
diminish 
their ability to 
pluck 
tho 
consumer 
or deliver 
them up to tho tender 
mercies 
of 
outsido competition. 
Adopted by 
European countries, tho productive 
tariff policy 
would 
breed trusts 
similar to thoso now controlling 
this country, and which would seo 
to ft that tboir business adjustments 
woro not disturbed. 
Viowed from tho standpoint 
of 
our own expciioncc, thoro aro 
no 
bright spots 
in 
tho prospect 
of 
foreign retaliation. 
Thoro 
is 
no 
ground to hopo that it will provo 
impracticable; no room for 
boliov-in- g 
that onco 
engaged 
in it will 
soon bo abandoned. 
In fact, it 
is- - 
foolish to attompt to discount 
its 
effect, as well 
as unreasonable, to 
expect that it can 
bo avoided 
un- 
less wo ourselves 
manifest 
an 
in- 
clination to accord to others trado 
facilities equul to thoso wo would 
claim for oursolves.

Casper F. Ficke, a veteran ol 
the German army, now visiting this 
country, says the New York Herald. 
"t)o you know," continued the cap- 
tain, "I think I counted a. dozen signs 
I, various 'sorts of feet doctors 
in 
three blocks as I was riding on the 
Sixth Avenue 
Elevated road, 
and 
I 
have noticed the same condition on 
other streets. 
The chiropodists 
of 
jour city must lire, and it must mean 
lot 
of poor feet. 
"On your streets I frequently 
sc 
men, and much more often womtn, 
vrho apparently 
vralk with great dif- 
ficulty, and would be nbsolutely 
tin- - 
able to take a continuous 
walk 
of 
half a dozen miles. 
There is no good 
reason for this, and it simply means 
that their feet ore neglected. 
Nor 
mal men and women can have perfect 
feet 
If they will 
only 
give 
them a 
little care, 
but, 
unfortunately, 
no 
portion 
of the human 
anatomy 
is 
more neglected. 
"Thero i 
one place you can find 
good feet, and that is in the German 
army. 
I know all about it, and if it 
was followed 
as a model we would 
not hear bo much about corns, bun- 
ions, 
Bore 
and 
tired 
feet-- , 
and 
all that sort of thing. 
In our army 
every private 
must, 
bathe 
his 
feet 
once a day and grease them thorough- 
ly, rubbing the ointment well into the 
flefch and massaging the soles, to keep 
them soft and flexible. 
"Every army man knows the 
im- 
portance of good feet, and if civilians 
would follow that example jou would 
not see the sort of pedestrianism that 
is exhibited on your streets.

are as important as the hair or teeth, 
nnd yet they do not receive one hun- 
dredth part of the care.

Lioutcnunt Franco Quirini of the 
Italian army disappeared 
in polar 
regions March 2?, 1900. 
Mrs. Peary and her daughter, 
Mario A. Pcaiy, started north from 
Greenland August 10, 1900. 
Thoy 
havo not boon heard from since. 
Otto Svcrdrup, 
Xanscn's 
old 
captain has been lost a year and a 
half in polar regions. 
Robert 
Stein, 
Prof. 
Wambath 
and 
Dr 
Leopold 
Kahn, 
of the 


Kahn-Ste- in 
expedition 
to 
the 
North pole, 
havo 
not been 
heard 
from sinco tho spring of 1900. 
Tho disappearance 
of Captain 
Rockefeller has been 
tho most re- 
markable of them all. 
He 
Yas 
a 
member of tho Ninth 
infantry, U. 
S. A., stationed 
at 
Manila. 
Ho 
walked out past tho sentry 
lines 
one evening in April 
whon appar- 
ently no 
enemy 
was 
near. 
No 


out-cr- 
y 
was raised. 
No shots were 
heard. 
Ho did not appear 
again 
and search was begun. 
Spies 
have been 
sent through 
tho insurgent lines for hundreds of 
miles and found no traco of 
him. 
The Filipinos declaro 
that ho was 
never captured. 
Two strange stories 
his disappearance 
havo 
spread in 
some way through 
tho American 
camp. 
It is said ho was 
attacked 
by a party of natives in ambush. 
As they came upon him ho drew 
his revolver and began firing. 
He 
shot their 
leader. 
As tho j'outh 
fell ho recognized 
his own 
son. 
Young 
Rockefeller 
had enlisted 
with Aguinaldo at Hong Kong to 
fight tho Spanish before hostilities 
with this 
country 
began. 
Afterw- 
ard-he 
would 
not leave tho ser- 
vice of tho Filipinos. 
Tho story goes that when ho saw 
that ho had killed his son, Captain 
Rockefeller turned his weapon up- 
on 
himself. 
After 
a 
struggle 
he was disarmed 
and 
carried 
by 
tho natives to the mountains, where 
ho becamo insane. 
A Filipino officer 
who 
had sur 
rendered to tho Americans brought 
in the report that Captain Rocke- 
feller had finally 
beon 
shot and 
buried in an insurgent village. 
A 
detail sent out from 
headquarters 
failed to locate tho grave. 
Sven Hadin, 
tho Asiatic explor 
er and writer, set out from Chargi- - 
lik last spring to enter Thibot. He 
intended visiting the sacred city of 
L'JIassa, which no white 
man has 
ever entered." 
Ho crossed tho des- 
ert of Gobi and 
from tho entrance 
to the 
mountain passes 
beyond 
sent back a packet of letters. 
No 
word has been received from him 
since. 
Ho had still before him a precip- 
itous path of 1,200 
miles 
as 
tho 
crow flics. 
Owing to possible 
de- 
tours it might havo 
stretched 
out 
to three 
times that 
length. 
The 
Russian government has exhausted 
all means at its command to 
find 
Sven Hadin. 
Prof. Garner, the student of the 
languago of Afiican apes, left New 
York for Africa J uly 23, 1900. 
He 
had 
the 
scientific 
and 
financial 
backing of men like Prof. Putnam 
of Harvard, 
Prof. Fusher, 
S. 
D. 
Merrill of the Mechanics National 
bank, and Edward Everett Hale. 
In November 
last Prof. Garner 
applied to these friends for money 
as various exigencies ol ins journoy 
had exhausted his capital. 
Cablo 
messages were sent at once. 
No 
roply was received. 
For days the messages were re- 
peated 
in 
every 
quartor 
where 
traco of him might bo had. 
Up to 
this time Prof. Garner has not been 
located. 
His journey 
led him into the 
innermost jungles, among savages 
and in the midst of tho most 
ter- 
rible species of 
man-lik- 
e 
gorillas. 
Lieutenant 
Quirini, 
for whom 
tho Italian govornment 
is 
still 
searching, was a member of tho 
Duko 
of 
Abruzzi's 
expedition 
which broke tho Arctic record and 
roached 
latitude 
86.63 
early 
in 
1900. 
Quirini started back with enough 
food to last him ovor what was be 
lieved to bo a safe journoy of 100 
miles. 
Nono of tho others had dif- 
ficulty in making tho trip. 
Lieu- 
tenant Quirini disappeared. 
Lieutenant Peary, tho American 
explorer, was heard 
from 
last in 
March, 1900, from Fort Conger, in 
Grantland. 
Polar ico has 
sinco 
blocked up all channels of com- 
munications with him" 
Mrs. Poary and her daughter sot 
out from 
Greenland 
to join him, 
aud sinco then no word has come 
from thorn.

"Wo don't bclicvo thoso people 
and 
nowspapors 
who aro crying 
out against tho reform school and 
denouncing it as one of tho worst 
teals over perpetrated on tho peo- 


ple- of Arizona, have given tho sub- 
ject that careful and conservative 
consideration that tho 
subjoct 
s. 
It is possiblo 
thoy 
baso 
their conclusions on tho result of 
building a reform school, at a cost 
of 8100,000 at Flagstaff which was 
afterward 
turned 
into 
a normal 
school becauso tho Territory, at 
that timo, had no uso for a reform 
school. 
Sinco tho erection 
of tho 
build- 
ing at 
Flagstaff 
tho Territory's 
nnniilntion 
has 
increased 
about 


one-thir- 
and there aro incorrigi- 
ble youths in every 
tt wn 
in 
tho 
Territory of any importance, 
that 
would stand a good chance of be- 
coming useful citizens if thoy wcro 
trained for awhilo 
in 
a good 
ro-for- m 


school. 
Yo know thcro arc 
those who will denounco tho above 
statement 
as 
fulso and claim that 
it is an injury to tho Territory, but 
notwithstanding 
this it remains a 
fact. 
And in this regard 
Arizona 
docs not differ 
from other 
states 
oxcopt, 
perhaps, 
that her 
uncon- 
trollable boys and girls 
aro fowcr. 
But if sho only has ono ho is worth 
looking 
after and rcdeoming and 
if it requires a 
reform 
school to 
make a good citizon 
of that ono, 
wo say build it. 
Those who aro denouncing tho 
reform 
school had 
better 
look 
closer to tho facts. 
All must, of 
necessity agree that there aro some 
children who ought to 
bo in a 10 
form school, but 
wo 
havo 
none. 
On the other hand 
wo havo 
thrco 
Territorial institutions of learning 
but tho parents of tho unruly 
chil- 
dren roforrcd to cannot, 
as a rule, 
afford to send them to ono of thoso 
institutions. 
If thoy could bo sent 
to ono of them perhaps tho desired 
result could bo accomplished.

roform 
school 
is 
a good 
thing and the soonor it is complet- 
ed tho better it will be for tho Ter- 
ritory. 
If it is necessary

P arkcr 
by Chancollor 
Horring notifying 
him of his re 
moval abundant causo existed. 
In 
that lotter ho is charged with using 
language boforo ladies unbecoming 
a gontloman, but tho lottor goes on 
to say that tho case will 
bo given 
at borough 
investigation 
if Mr. 
Parker so desires. 
Mr. Parkor, on 
account, so ho says, of tho grave-- 
ncss of tho charge, 
refused to 
ro-- 
sign and 
doinandod a thorough 
and searching 
investigation. 
Tho 
Board 
of 
Rogonts 
hold 
another 
sossion and repudiated 
their first 
ammniBfmmnK 
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decision, removing 
tho Prcsidont 
without any hearing whatovcr. 
Tho action of tho board 
is 
lj' 
outrageous to entitle them 
10 romoval 
and this 
should 
bo 
done. 
If President Parker's 
of 
fense 
was 
sufficiently

causo his removal it was sufficient- 
ly grave to cntitlo tho people who 
support tho school to know 
their 
character. 
Tho action of the board 
has demonstrated tho weakness 
of 
its mombors.

to

University. 
This 
articlo 
is not 
defending 
Prcst. Parker, becauso, if what tho 
board 
accuso 
him of is true 
ho 
should be romoved, but not before 
thoso 
charges, 
aro proven. 
"Wo 
think that Mr. Parker is prcsuing 
tho only courso left him when 
ho 
goes to tho court 
for protection. 
Tho Board of Regents lias 
not tho 
right, oven if it has tho power, to 
blacken a man's character, 
with 
out giving him a chance to dofond 
himself. 
In doing this tho 
board 
has placed itsolf in a very 
awkard 
position. 
Thoir 
actions 
in this 
caso havo 
certainly 
demonstrated 
that they aro not tho kind of men 
who should bo 
in charge 
of our 
leading educational institution. 
In tho removal of Prcst. Parker, 
(while wo look upon tho method 
in which it was 
done as an 
out- 
rage) wo do not take tho extrcmo 
and alarming viow of tho 
caso 
as 
do some of tho papers. 
Yo 
can- 
not agrco with them that his re 
moval will injuio 
tho institution. 
It is truo that Mr. Parker has dono 
a great work 
in tho University, 
and it is equally 
truo that thoro 
aro plenty of men

Parker.

Prcst. Comstock sent in his
